Land has been cleared for a new 
boat launch at Lake Margrethe but the 
new facility won't be finished until 


next spring. 


The boat launch will be located at 
the south end ofthe statecampprounds, 
according to Jim McMillan, from the 
DNR Grayling office. 

McMillan said the new facility will 


have aconcrete ramp and paved park- 


ing lot for 40 cars and trailers. 
“There is a small boat launch at the 
day-use part of the campground but 
it’s too shallow,” he said. 
Thenew launch area isa little deeper 


and it will be dredged, 

“The Recreational Division of the 
DNR has been looking for another 
boat launch site on Lake Margrethe 
for about a year,” McMillan said. 

The DNR even considered buying 
private properly but the new site south 


of the campgrounds was their only al- 


‘ternative. 


Work wasn’t scheduled to start on 
the new site until fall but National 
Guardengincering crews assisted with 
the DNR project three and a half days 
last week. Twenty soldiers with five 
dump trucks, two bulldozers, two 


loaders, and a small excavator cleared 
stumps and brush and did rough ievel- 
ing. Company B of the 107th Engi- 
necring Battalion from Ironwood and 
Jron River and the 1435 Engineer 
Company of the 207th Engineer Bat- 
talion from Bay City performed the 
work as a community project. 

Fight campsites on the south end of 
the campgrounds were lost to part.of 
the new parking lot and Jaunch area. 
Four of the campsites were walk-in 
sites. A set of toilets were also moved. 
McMillan said all the necessary per- 
mits for constructing the new launch 


site have been secured, 

The campground has 32 sites left 
and McMillan said the DNR will 
probably be able to replace the four 


‘walk-in sites easily, adding them in 


open space areas in the existing camp- 
grounds. He said replacing the other 


four drive-in sites will require a little 


more work and one possiblearca would 


be toward the day-use part of the 


campground, 


McMillan said nothing more willbe 


' done at the new boat Jaunch site until 


this fall. 


A focus was placed on cooperation 
between the residents, businesses, and 


City Management. The roll-off bins, - 


collection, transportation, sorting and 
marketing of the materials will be 
provided by City. Businesses were 
asked to help locate visible and easily 
accessible sites in the county. 
Community assistance will be needed 
to provide volunteers at the sites during 
hours of operation. ; 


“For the recycling program to be 
successful, this must bea united effort 
ofthe community, business, and City,” 
said Bawkon. 


According to Gary Crosby, manager 
of the Otsego/Crawford landfill since 
January, City will collectnewspapers, 
corrugated cardboard, clear glass, and 
plastics with the number 1 or 2 on the 
bottom, Complete directions on how 
to prepare the materials, the locations 
and times of operation will be sent to 
allcounty residents before the program 
starts. A summer kick-off is planned.
